LONDON, Oct. 21.—There is a general 


belief here that the directors of the bank 
of England at their regular weekly meet- 
ing,tomorrow will raise the discount rate 
from 3 to 4 per cent. 
The newspapers 


agree that the flow of gold to America 
must be stopped. 


The St. James Gazette says: "Accord- 


ing to exchange reports, evea at the pres- 
ent rate, do not allow a margin of profit- 
to shippers so tbe premium on gold is 
evidently paid in New York by those who 
are so nervous in regard to the political 
situation as to insist upon hoarding gold. 
This is a striking comment on the cock, 
sureness of the Republicans anent the de- 
feat of Bryan. It is also obvious that the 
rapid advance in wheat adds considerably 
to the power oltbe Americans to draw on 
the European gold supply." 


•'Unless the directors of the bank of 


England are prepared to allow the re- 
serve to suffer a further large diminutiom 
a rise in the rate tomorrow may be 
counted upon as certain. So far as we 
are able to judge, hewever, the amount of 
the reserve tomorrow will be $2,523,500, 
and when we deduct the sum of ten mil- 
lions, which roust be sot aside agains 
the Japanese balance the total will be 
none too la'ge, considering the autumn 
withdrawal-, to SootLmd. The stock ex- 
change wa-, !u ly prepared for a rise in 
the bank r >• Ht week and so there will 
be no-coll:' • .prices,."

The meeting under the auspices of the 


Tuesday Night institute Tuesday evening 
was one ot much interest. It could not 
well be otherwise with such a man as Dr. 
Bascom to discuss the currency question 


and to answer such questions as the 
audience saw fit to propound. There was 
a good attendance and many ladies were 
present. 


Chairman George B. Perry spoke of the 


purpose of the meeting and introduced 
Dr. Bascom. who began by saying there 
is a certain equilibrium in prices, no mat" 
tor what the currency is. That is, all 
money must be employed in exchange, 
and prices will adjust themselves to the 
volume of money. \Ve could use iron as 
money, and it would give us high prices 
as expressed in volume. The metal used 
as 
money 
would 
seek 
employment 


in exchange and prices would go up 
until it was all in use. But we mast re- 
member that while prices would be high, 
values would be no greater than they are 
now. On the other hand, if we were to 
use platinum, a very scarce metal, for 
money, prices would be very low, but a 
small amount of the metal would suffice 
for exchange. Values would remain prac- 
tically the same. Prices will absorb all 
the metal used as money and suit them" 
selves to the abundance of it. If we were 
to use both gold and silver, prices would 
be'enough larger to use all the gold and 
all the silver. Now go to the gold stand- 
ard and prices would fall until gold would 
do all the business. Any metal that is pro 
duced fast enough to make up the los^ 
from wear and keep up with the increase 
of business will do for a money metal. 


Some think that by using both silver 


and gold we should double our supply of 
currency and so be twice as well off. 
But 


doubling the supply of currency would 
simply double prices, and then there 
would be no ionger a double supply of 
currency. 
We should have bigger fig- 


ures, but no more value. One half of our 
gold would be just as efficient as our 
present supply for business, only prices 
would be nominally lower. 


A change to silver would produce a 


marked convulsion for a time, but finally 
everything would come to a level and 
normal conditions would prevail. The 
attempt to better our condition by such a 
step would be like a man relieving him- 
self from anxiety by getting drunk. He 
would be cured until he sobered off and 
then would be just as bad off as before. 
And if we should try to remedy existing 
e\ils by inflating the currency we should 
soon be, like the man referred to, in need 
of a second drink. 


At the close of these remarks Dr. Bas. 


com was prepared to answer question and 
was given a good opportunity. Silver men 
and others inthe audience who wanted 
light on certain points availed themselves 
freely of the opportunity offered and Dr- 
Bascom was kept busy for nearly an hour 
answering questions relevant and irrcle. 
vunt to the question under discussion. He 
was not troubled for answers, and in this 


] \vayagreatmanypomts that had been 


obscure iri the minds of some were made 
plain. 


The meeting was one of the pleasantest 


and most profitable yet held by the insti- 
tute. Another very interesting meeting 
will be held next, Tuesday evening, when 
Dr. Chas B. Spahr, one of the editors of 
the Outlook, will present the claims of 
bimetallism.

Dear Sir.— I had yesterday the pleasure 


of your obliging letter. I am sorry you 
had so much trouble with the youu;i man 
I was asked to recommend to you.

We have bad here various reports about 


Indian affairs and 
as you may guess 


not always the most favorable. I always 
suspended my judgment till something 
should be heard from you and J had a 
particular pleasure in receiving your let- 
ter at this juncture, because some seemed 
willing to insinuate your want of influ- 
ence amongst the Indians, and everything 
being wrong but what themselves have 
hands in. Remember the advice I took 
the liberty to give you at Alexandria 
from 
the example 
of gratitude you 


saw there. I wish for your sake your let- 
ter had been more particular if you could 
have been so safely at this time, because 
I could have made use of it to j^mr serv- 
ice. There is a letter from young Clams 
to Mr. Peters that gives particular ac- 
counts how well matters are likely to go. 
I always thought, you know, when we 
talked of it, and I see no reason to niter

COLONEL INGERSOLL ON MONEY. 


He State* Some Flaln Truths In His Own 


Unique Way. 


Following is an extract from 
the 


speech of Colonel Robert G. IngersoH 
at Chicagrj oil Oct. 8: 


Money that is money needs no gnar- 


ajitee, needs no backer; it is always 
good. No matter how many nations go 
down to dust, good money remains for- 
ever the same. We have a man running 
for the presidency on three platforms, 
with two vice presidents, that says 
money is the creature of law. If the 
government can make money by law, 
why should the government collect 
taxe'e? According to Mr. "bryan, onr 
fathers were the friends of silver, and 
yet our dear old fathers la all their 
lives only minted 8,<!00,000 of these sa- 
cred dollars. Now see what the ene- 
mies of silver have done. Since 1878 
the enemies of silver have coined over 
430,000,000 of these dollars, and yet 
silver kept going down. We are coin- 
ing now over $2,000,000 a month, and 
silver keeps going down. 


Senator Jones of Nevada, in 1878, 


voted for the law of 1878. He said, 
from his speech in the senate, that God 
hud made gold the standard. He said 
that gold was the mother of civiliza- 
tion. Whether he lias heard from God 
since or not I do not know. But now he 
is 011 the other side. Senator Stewart of 
Nevada was there at the time, but voted 
for the act of 1878 and saTfl .that gold 
was the only standard. Ho has changed 
his mind. No government can a,fford to 
be a clipper on coins. 


A great republic* cannot afford 
to 


stamp a lie on silver or gold or paper. 
Honest money for an honest people, is- 
sued by an honest nation. You cannot 
make a paper dollar without taking a 
dollar's worth of paper. We must have 
paper that represents money. I want it 
issued by the government, and I want 
behind every one of these paper dollars 
either a dollar in gold or a silver 
dollar worth 100 cents, so that every 
greenback under the flag can lift np its 
hands and swear, "I know that my re- 
deemer liveth." That was where I was 
20 years ago, and that is where I am 
to-night. 
* 


For nations and individuals, at all 


times, everywhere and forever, honesty 
is the best policy. Better be an honest 
bankrupt than a rich thief. Poverty can 
hold in its hand the jewel honor—a 
jewel that outshines all other gems. A 
thousand times better be poor and noblo 
than rich and fraudulent. Nobody can. 
be helped by freo coinage except the few 
people who could pay their debts if they 
were willing, Some say that it would 
help the mine owners.: jjt would cot. 
Coining this bullion into dollars would 
not increase its value, because you could 
coin the'bullioi] of the whole world and 
the supply would be grnater than the 
demand. 
Have freecoinage to-morrow, 


and there is not a silver mine owner 
that would make a dollar—not one—by 
changing it into American coin. It 
would ouly be worth what the bullion 
is worth in the open market. 


We want good money—good, honest 


money. And there was never any real 
prosperity for a nation or an individual 
without honesty, without integrity, and 
it IT onr duty to preserve the reputation 
of the great republic.

State street is desirous of matching his 
running horse, Wild Bill, against any runs 
ning horse in North Adams, Williams- 
town or Adams, for a purse of (50.

Bryan must demodify bis farm prod- 


uct speeches or he will have to face 
such hard questions as: "What about 
wheat aud cotton? Are their prices go- 
ing up in sympathy with silver or be- 
cause of a shortage of foreign crops? 
What connection is there, anyway, be- 
tween the prices of farm products aud 
of silver?" 


Of course Bryan can answer all such 


questions. In fact, they are "dead easy" 
for a powerful man who can lift the 
price of all the silver in the world to 
twice its present height, .but it is just 
as well to avoid all unnecessary embar- 
rassment. 


Bryan's "Bimetallism." 


Mr. Bryan still calls himself a "M- 


metallist,1' though he has never even 
attempted to answer the question: "In 
the history of this country has there 
ever been a time when gold and silver 
circulated upon equal terms as full legal 
tender money, with the mints open to 
tho free and unlimited coinage of both?" 


There never waii such a time. Free 


and unlimited coinage at 16 to 1 has 
never, in any country, at any time, 
given a bimetallic currency. Mr. Bryan 
is a silver monometallic in fact, what- 
ever he may think himself to be in the- 
ory. 


If a merchant marks up bis prices 


and people lefnsetobny, he still has his 
goods. If a workingman undertakes to 
mark up his wages and employers de- 
cline to pay, where is be? What intelli- 
gent wage earner can vote for the higher 
prices of cheaper money aud trust to 
luck to increase his wages proportion- 
ately? 


surer Question In B Nntiihell. 


In every rural town of the country 


free coinage advocates are promising 
farmers that 16 to 1 would raise the 
price of grain and meat and thus re- 
duce the proportions of tbe produce of 
the farm that goes to pa; tbe labor em- 
ployed. Of all brazen performances of 
the century, tbe most impudent is that 
by which at the same time tbe wage 
earners are invited to assist in a cam- 
paign to make tbeir food more dear to 
them and to reduce the wages of the 
moat numerous class of wage earners in 
the country. 


There is the silver question in a nut- 


shell. It is simply a question as to 
whether our wage earners ore getting 
too high wages. They may as well face 
the question. If onr wage earners be- 
lieve they are getting too high wages 
and that this country is suffering in 
consequence, all they have to do is to 
take lower wages. If they prefer a 
roundabout way, they can favor free 
coinage of silver, and they will get their 
wages cut down half without any fur- 
ther trouble on their part. 


In the light of our experience with 


fiat money legislation, from tho green- 
back to the Sherman pig silver certifi- 
cates, this long suffering country will 
finally learn that wealth is not created 
by fiat, bat is made by labor; that the 
law can put no dollar into any man's 
pocket unless it first takes it from the 
pocket of some other man, and that 
wage earners are first and most inter- 
ested in opposing interference by law. 
There has never yet been made a law to 
put into any laboring man's pocket a 
single dollar that he did not earn. He 
of all men, therefore, has the best right 
to insist that there shall be no law passed 
that will raise the price of what he has 
to buy, and thus take from him any 
portion of what he has earned.—Hon. 
John De Witt Warner in Present "l?rob- 
lems.'' 


Senator fitew»rt's Sound Arguments. 
The question never will be settled 


until you determine the simple ques- 
tion whether the laboring man is en- 
titled to a gold dollar if he earns it, or 
whether yon are going to cheat him 
with something else. That is the upshot 
of the whole thing. * * * There have 
been a great many battles fought against 
gold, and gold has won every time. I 
do not care how much you discuss it or 
how many resolutions you pass, they do 
not make any difference. 
You must 


come to the same conclusion that all 
other people have—that gold is recog- 
nized as the universal standard of value. 
It is the measure that must be used. It 
is tho measure by which your wealth 
must be tested. It has been aud always 
will be the touchstone of measurement, 
and when yon depart from that and try 
to figure up any other measure which 
the world does not recognize you get 
into confusion. Attempting to reconcile 
them, it is idle to talk about. It is idle 
to talk about compromising on any other 
measure of value. The world will not 
accept it. We have the experience of 
every nation that has tried it, and it 
has been tried in almost every civilized 
nation. * * * Do not let us try to de- 
ceive the American people. Do not let 
us try to make them believe by some 
hocus pocns of legislation that wo can 
give them something of real value—we 
can givo them n measure of value that 
is better than the universal standard of 
mankind. Do not deceive them in that 
regard. Let them know the facts now. 
I believe that it would be highly injuri- 
ous to this country to again innate the 
currency. * * * I need ijp; enlarge upon 
the evils of a depreciated currency. 
This country has felt them too severely 
to require that I should mention them. 
It matters not what kind of a depreci- 
ated currency yon have, it necessarily 
entails many evils. * * * 


"Wage* Go dp Slowly. 


Every cheap money experiment ever 


tried in this or in any country has dem- 
onstrated that, while prices respond 
quickly to changes in the value of 
money, wages respond 
but slowly. 


Hence, though wages appear to rise 
when money is depreciating, they are in 
reality falling. The difference in rapid- 
ity with which wagea and prices go up 
has been illustrated by prices going up 
in elevators while wages walk up the 
stair steps. It is certain that wage earn- 
ers always lose and never gain by being 
paid in a depreciated or depreciating 
currency. 


Conflicatlon of Property. 


A farmer who had his crop of wheat 


stored in his granary ol a manufacturer 
who had hia warehouse filled with the 
products of his factory would think it 
an outrage if the government should in- 
sist upon confiooating one-half of bis 
wheat or his goods. 
What better is it 


by the adoption of free-silver coinage to 
confiscate one-half of the wage of the 
laborer or one-half of his accumulated 
savings, or one-half of the dower of the 
widow, or one-half of the pension of the 
soldier?—Philadelphia Becord. 


Restore the Zero Freezing Point. 


In the haste in which the' Democrats 


at Chicago prepared their platform they 
forgot to include the plank declaring in 
favor of restoring the natural freezing 
point of zero. Mankind has suffered and 
•hivered tremendously because of this in- 
human standard of temperature adopted 
undoubtedly at the instigation of coal 
batons and quack doctors. Without 
waiting for the aid or consent of any 
other nation let us proceed to lower the 
freezing point and to reform onr climate 
in the interests of the masses.
